If a Knights fan was asked to predict a 
player whom they thought would lift a 
notch or two this season, Dragi Nastevski 
would most probably have ranked highly 
on that list.

“Minas ELECTRICAL 
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-The last time the MELBOURNE KNIGHTS were in the finals was four years ago in the 1996/97 
season, when ironically they defeated Perth Glory in the final match of the season. The 3-1 scoreline 
at Knights Stadium put an end to Perth’s hopes of reaching the finals in their inaugural season, with 
the Knights sneaking into the top six by a point. 


- ADRIAN CERVINSKI has scored the Knights’ last two finals goals. The last goal scored was in 
the 1996/97 Elimination final ~ Ist leg against South Melbourne, when he scored an 82nd minute 
consolation at Knights Stadium as the Knights went down 4-1.Whilst the second last goal scored 
was the 76th minute sealer against Marconi in the 1995/96 grand final, after Andrew Marth opened 
the Knights’ account in the 58th minute. For the record, Andy Harper equalised in the 78th minute 
for a 2-1 final scoreline. 


- That the last time the KNIGHTS finished in sixth position was also the last time they made the 
finals (1996/97). In 26 matches, they registered 11 wins, 6 draws and 9 losses, registering 39 points. 
This season the Knights have played 28 matches (excluding 2 Bye’s), registering 12 wins, 7 draws and 
9 losses. Unfortunately in 1996/97, sixth position was as far as they went, with South Melbourne 
winning 7-1 on aggregate. 


- Four of the current Knights squad played in the 1995/96 championship side. ANDREW MARTH, 
LUBO LAPSANSKY and ADRIAN CERVINSKI all starced, whilss DRAG! NASTEVSKI 
came off the bench for JOHN MARKOVSKI. 


- ANDREW MARTH may just be the key to the Knights’ finals series. Of Marth’s five grand final 

appearances, he has scored in three of them. 

1. 1990/91 grand final vs. South Melbourne. Final score 1-1, before Souths prevailed on penalties. 

2. 1994/95 grand final vs. Adelaide City. Final score 2-0,'Stabber’ scored a 36th minute pile-driver. 

3. 1995/96 grand final vs. Marconi. Final score 2-1, Marth scored in the 58th minute. Ironically on all 
three occasions, Marth opened the scoring. 


- ADRIAN CERVINSKE usually takes a half to shake off the nerves of finals football, but often 
comes home with a wet sail. He has a wealth of finals experience behind him, three grand final 
appearances, two of them with the Knights. However, four of Cervinski’s five finals goals have come 
in the second half of play. His goals have come in the 20th, 66th, 61st, 76th and 82nd minutes.

For the first time in four seasons, finals football is set to 
return to Somers Street, and it has the whole of the Western 
Suburbs buzzing. 


At the beginning of the season, who would have picked the Knights 
to make the top six? A team that was put together by former coach 
Viado Vanis consisted mainly of youngsters or no-name players. 


Mid-year the Melbourne Knights benefited from Carlton Soccer 
Club's financial woes. They recruited current coach Andrew Marth, | 
midfielders Lubo Lapsansky, Daniel Vasilevski and world class defender 
Steve Horvat. Marth, Lapsansky and Horvat are all ex-Knights who have 
won championships at Somers Street. That could be a key factor in the 
Knights succeeding this afternoon. 


The Carlton quartet was added to an up-and-coming team of 
youngsters with a big future. Players like Rody Vargas, Sasa Ognenovski, 
Alex Kiratzoglou, Lupce Acevski were the backbone to the Knights 
fortunes before the Carlton players came in. They have been guided by 
the likes of Andy Vargas, Toto Da Costa, Joel Porter and Adrian Cervinski, But the inclusion of the Carlton 
players has added that experience factor required to win a championship. 


Going beyond the first round of the finals is going to be a massive task in itself, The Knights face a 
Perth Glory team loaded with stars. On the return leg, they travel to Subiaco Oval in Perth. Not only will 
they have to take on 11 Glory players, but 40,000 parochial Western Australian spectators await the 
Knights players. 

Knights Media Director Tonci Prusac said "I think our players will revel in 
* the conditions in the return leg at Subiaco Oval in front of 40,000 people, the 
pressure is definitely on Perth. But let's face it, 40,000 people vying for your 
blood is enough to send shivers down the spine of any travelling team." 


The key to stopping Perth is to shut down twin strikers Damian Mori and 
Bobby Despotovski. Mori was the competitions leading marksman with 19 
goals. Despotovski wasn't far behind, managing 17 for a combined total of 36 
goals. Stopping this pair is huge if the Knights are to go further in the finals. 


Vargas, Ognenoyski, Horvat and Jason Vukadin are the Knights defenders 
who will have to contain Mori and Despotovski. Vargas has been Mr. 
Consistency in defence. He has been hotly tipped to take out the clubs best 
and fairest award in only his second season at the club. Ognenoyski has been 
a tower in defence and Vukadin is running into good form at the right end of 
the season. 


The midfield battle promises to be an enthralling one today. The home side boasts 
Marth, Lapsansky, Vasilevski and Andy Vargas versus Glory's Kasey Wehrman, Robert 
Trajkovski, Brad Maloney and Scott Miller. The head to head battle between Lapsansky 
and Wehrman could determine the result of this match. Both clubs will attack through 
j these two playmakers. 


The Knights have looked very dangerous in attack this season. The forward 
combination of Porter, Cervinski and Da Costa has troubled many defences this 
season. All three have double figure goal returns this season, and goalscoring options clearly aren't a 
problem for coach Andrew Marth. 


A goalscoring shootout is highly unlikely today, particularly if their last two meetings are any indication, 
with only three goals scored. Glory plays a more defensive style of play on the road, while they will try to 
strike the killer blow on their home turf. Perth certainly go into the elimination finals as red hot favorites, 
but don't write of the underdogs...an upset could be on the cards with the weight of expectation 
enormous in the West.

This battle will resemble a boxing bout, as neither player will give the other an inch, Both players 
play in the highly skilled position of playmaker, however, they also have tenacious defensive skills 
which are rarely seen on skillful midfielders, Lubo Lapsansky’s form has been outstanding this 
season, whilst Wehrman has had a turbulent time of it, even being suspended by the club at one 
stage. Both have tasted championship success and both will be at their vocal and industrious best 
when the referee blows his whistle.

Scott Miller’s consistency at Perth has been rewarded with a Socceroo call up, and as one of the 
most underrated player's in the NSL, Daniel Vasilevski will have his work cut out. Vasilevski won't be 
with the squad for the whole finals campaign, with the Young Socceroos travelling to Japan for a 
warm up tournament, but the youngster will be keen to impress in his finals debut for the Knights. 
Miller tormented the Knights in their last meeting at Knights Stadium, but Vasilevski has grown in 
confidence over the past couple of months and will be a menace for Miller when attacking. 
Whichever player can penetrate the opposing defence more should see his side triumph. 
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Perth Glory is out to avenge last year’s grand final 
defeat at the hands of Wollongong Wolves, and many pundits 
are riding their bandwagon. 

However all is not rosy in the Glory camp, 
with a number of off field distractions coming 
into play over the past couple of weeks. 

Record crowds at Perth Oval have not 

always dominated the headlines, Kasey 

Wehrman’s suspension hogged some of the 

attention at one stage, whilst Bernd Stange’s 

controversial decision to leave out Young 

Socceroo Captain Ljubo Milicevic didn’t sitwell 
with the fans either (although he later changed his mind). 

Stange is undoubtedly on his last legs, and the Board room shake up which saw General Manager 
Roger Lefort sacked last week, indicated that Perth are on the verge of a major reshuffle, both on and 
off the field. 

Anything less than a Grand Final victory is likely to be deemed a failure by Glory Chairman Nick 
Tana, so Stange will no doubt be feeling the pinch, and likewise his playing staff. 

A number of distractions on the field also have the potential to disrupt Glory’s momentum. Milicevic 
will leave for Young Socceroo duty in a fortnight, and with Shane Pryce injured, Milicevic has been the 
backbone of the defence this season. 

Questions are also being asked about the timing of Robert Trajkovski’s arranged transfer to 
Northern Spirit. .Trajkovski will play for his fifth NSL club next season, but with the finals series not yet 
underway, it’s unusual that the transfer has been announced. 

On the bright side, Glory has the most potent strike force in the business, with Damian Mori and 
Bobby Despotoyski capable of tearing any defence apart on their day. 

Their last venture to Knights Stadium proved quite fruitless, and the Knights will be keen to again 
cut off the supply from the midfield. 

Jamie Harnwell, Craig Deans and Milicevic are all aerial threats at set pieces, and they will be checked 
closely throughout the match.

Who will ever forget the final round clash in the 1996/97 season between the Melbourne Knights 
and Perth Glory, when the Glory was attempting to make the finals in its first season in the NSL. 

With one round to go, Perth sat in sixth position on 38 points (|| wins, 5 draws, 9 losses), with 
the Knights in seventh position on 36 points (10 wins, 6 draws, 9 losses). Who better to play off for 
sixth spot than the two teams themselves. 

A contingent of loyal Glory followers made the agonising journey to Knights Stadium to witness 
one of the greatest games in NSL history, with the Glory needing just a point to secure a spot in the 
finals series. 

The Glory made a great start with Anthony Carbone streaming down the right flank past 
Ransford Banini and slotting the ball past hapless Joey Didilica from 25 yards to silence the home 
fans. 

The Knights equalised on the stroke of halftime through speedy attacker Tom Pondeljak, who 
capitalised from a neat build up to level the scores at the break. 

The visitors could have restored their lead moments after the break when Vas Kalogeracos, who 
scored a hat-trick against South Melbourne (his current side) the week previous, sprayed his shot 
from 15 yards. 

Glory’s Paul Strudwick was red carded in the 54th minute after a crude challenge on Andrew 
Marth, which saw the Knights skipper momentarily leave the field with a blood nose. 

Pondeljak then notched up a second goal on the hour, with Adrian Cervinski putting the icing 
on the cake from the penalty spot in the 85th minute to send Knights Stadium into a frenzy.
